In 
main knglish this means that manufacturers in this class 
must depend for a quarter of their sales on offering some- 
thing new enough to catch public fancy in each succeeding 
mode] that they offer. The new cars must have certain 
definite features of improvement over their predecessors. 
They must have greater safety. greater speed, more luxury, 
more convenience and more beauty and smartness of line 
and color. 

If the manufacturer manages to do this. one quarter of 
his prospective customers will say: “Gee, did vou see that 
new Woof voof with the rubber fenders, the dynamic bump 
ers, the rear-seat bottleholder. the geranium red and apple- 
xvreen paint? Boy, I gotta have me one of them right off. 
Hew much will you give me for my old Whatzis?” 


Mr. Hoffman believes that perfection is still some dis- 
tance off and that manufacturers have almost endless 
‘ chances to carry on this procéss of evolution, adding this 
and that and the other to the performance or appearance 
of their models, the years go on. But think of the 
headaches that must come to the genial engineers as each 
season sees them struggling to improve what so recently 
they thought was perfect. And pity the state of the engi- 
neer who finally does produce the perfect car.
